
AQUEDUCT NEXT SVEEK. 

Of the Aqueduct meetmp, which begins next 
Monday, the New York Sun says: 

The program for the Aqueduct meeting pro- 
Tides for ten days’ racing, punctuated with an 
•occasional event of tho'-stako order. The big 
feature of the meeting, the Carter Handicap, is 
scheduled as the fourth race on the opening day, 
April 25. There are thirty-two acceptances, 
and unless the blue pencil is wielded like a 
machete, a representative field should line up 
in front of the new starting gate. The race is for 
three- year-olds and upward, and the added 
money represents the snug sum of $1,000. The 
distance will be about seven furlongs, or nearly 
a full circuit of the track. The withdrawal of 
Ornament leaves Premier in the post of honor. 
He is set to carry 118 pounds, and next in order 
are : 

Sun Up, 116; Damien, 115; Irish Reel, 114; 
Bannock and Kinnikinnick, 110 each; BrawLad, 
Winged Foot and Storm King, 108 each; Thomas 
•Cat. 107; Mazarin, Our Johnnie, Zanone and 
Varus, 106 each; Tanis, 104, and The Manxman, 
105. 

Those rated at 100 pounds or less include : 

Sensational, Warreuton, Miss Tenny, Orto- 
lan, Handpress, Tabouret, Marsian, Debride, 
Tobias, Don’t Care, Nabob, Sailor King, Senator 
McCarren, Belle of Erin, Junior and Zeila. 

The red-letter event of the third day at Aque- 
duct will be the Rose Stakes of $600, for two- 
year-old fillies, four and a half furhmgs. There 
are forty-three nominations, including such 
smart public performers as Charles Patterson’s 
May Hempstead, A. H. D. H. Morris’s Caout- 
chouc, Frank Regan’s Sister Fox and R. W. 
Walden & Sons’ Chemisette. For the fourth 
day the special attraction will be the Arverne 
Stakes of $600, for throe-j ear-olds, about seven 
furlongs. The nominations number twenty- 
.nine, of which a large percentage will probably 
go to the post. April 80 will be signalized by 
the running of the Canarsie Stakes of $600, for 
two-year-olds, four and a half furlongs. The 
forty-two nominations include Frank Regan’s 
smart gelding Sir Florian and most of the fillies 
engaged in the Rose Stakes. The dates set for 
the other stakes at the meeting are : 

May 2, Ozone Stakes of $600, for two-year-olds, 
four and a half furlongs; May 3, the Rockaway 
Stakes of $600, for three-year-olds and upward, 
six furlongs; May 4, the Jaii^aica Stakes of $600, 
for two-year-olds, five furlongs ; May 5, the Flush- 
ing Stakes of $600, for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, one mile and a sixteenth. 

MONTANA’S NEW $5,000 STAKE. 

In addition to the stakes closed. Anaconda 
will guarantee $5,000 for the Labor Day Handi- 
cap. Here are the conditions : 

The Labor Day Handicap, $5,000. A handicap 
for three-years-olds and upward. Entrance $25, 
with $100 additional for starters. Guaranteed 
value $5,000, of which $700 to second horse and 
$300 to third. Weights to be announced three 
days before the race. Winners after the weights 
are published to carry five pounds penalty. To 
be ruruat Anaconda September 5. One mile and 
a quarter. Entries to close May 7, with Ed. A. 
Tipton, manager. Anaconda, Mont. 

This is in addition to the twenty stakes of the 
Montana circuit already closed. The display 
is worthy the attention of all owners. 

Col. W. S. Barnes and Ed Hoppei. secretary 
of the Latonia Jockey Club and the American 
Turf Congress, will probably be judges on the 
Montana circuit. James B. Ferguson will do 

the starting.
